At least, according to the 
now-Minister of Finance 
and Enterprise’s 2006 lead¬ 
ership campaign. Just two 
days after Morton tabled 
one of his plans in the form 
of the 2010 budget, the 
minister was on hand at an 
Edmonton Chamber of 
Commerce luncheon to ad¬ 
dress the budget and how it 
will affect Albertans. 

“Optimism, but also cau¬ 
tion,” Morton said. 
“Certainly given the fact 
that there are still potential 
clouds to come on the hori¬ 
zon, the need for fiscal pru¬ 
dence is still there.” 

Based on projected 
revenues of $34 billion for 
the coming year and 
expenses of $38.7 billion, 
the government is predict¬ 
ing a deficit of $4.7 billion. 

“That’s the bad news,” 
Morton said. “The good 
news is we see the deficit 
reducing to $1.1 billion af¬ 
ter the first year and by the 
third year, as the premier 
said, we’ll be back in black 
by 2012 with a budget sur¬ 
plus of half a billion 
dollars.”

Buy American bashed 

Deal opens up contracts to foreign bidders: Union 


Ontario must reject a new 
trade agreement that 
allows Canadian 
companies to be temporar¬ 
ily exempt from the Buy 
American elements of 
Washington’s stimulus 
package, critics demanded 
Thursday after releasing a 
leaked copy of the bilateral 
agreement. 

The one-sided deal will 
eventually give foreign 
companies permanent ac¬ 
cess to publicly funded con¬ 
tracts in areas like schools 
and hospitals that were 
previously closed to them, 
while the province is get¬ 
ting very little in return, 
they said.

Last week, Chinese For¬ 
eign Minister Yang Jiechi 
said sanctions against Iran 
would be counterproduc¬ 
tive to ending Tehran’s nu¬ 
clear ambitions. 

Jiechi said countries can 
pursue peaceful nuclear en¬ 
ergy as long as they con¬ 
form to UN oversight by the 
International Atomic Ener¬ 
gy Agency. But that is some¬ 
thing Iran has not done. 

“As China commits to 
IAEA obligations, they will 
be in a good position to be

U.S. and Afghan forces 
have ringed the Taliban 
stronghold of Marjah, 
sealing off escape routes 
and setting the stage for 
what is being described as 
the biggest offensive of 
the nine-year war.

Nancy Kissel has always 
maintained that she killed

The Indy was supposed to 
put us on the map. Having 


an Expo here is also sup¬ 
posed to put us on the map. 
To date none of the things 
that were supposed to put 
us on the map have 
achieved that goal. 

So what has put us on the 
map? Well, West Edmonton 
Mall, it is certainly a part of 
the identity of this city. No 
one has ever mentioned the 
Indy when I have been trav¬ 
elling, but they have men¬ 
tioned the mall. The biggest 
mall in North America is 
the kind of thing people no¬ 
tice. 


So what can we do to real¬ 
ly put Edmonton on the 
map? I think the answer lies 
with the continuing saga of 
the Municipal Airport. 

For some reason it seems 
to be the issue that refuses 
to go away. But let’s assume 
for the moment that it is 
gone and there is a big par¬ 
cel of land close to the 
downtown that can be de¬ 
veloped. 

First, I don’t think there is 
any other city our size that 
has the opportunity to de¬ 
velop a central parcel of 


land that big. How should 
we go about making use of 
this opportunity? I think if 
we had an international 
competition for a develop¬ 
ment plan for the area, it 
would actually put us on 
the map. 

There are scads of people 
who believe they know how 
best to create livable, sus¬ 
tainable cities. We should 
give them the opportunity 
to strut their stuff. 

By doing so, I think we 
could create a city within a 
city and make it the model 


for urban development in 
the 21st centuiy. 

We could create a near¬ 
perfect 21st centuiy living 
environment with the right 
mix of housing: High rise, 
low rise, and single family 
homes and recreational fa¬ 
cilities. We could make sure 
there was a shopping area 
included to reduce people’s 
reliance on cars and that 
could be bolstered with an 
LRT connection. 

Office and commercial 
space would enable work¬ 
ers to live close to where 


they make a living. We 
could use the latest technol¬ 
ogy to reduce the carbon 
footprint of the people who 
would live there. 

The list of things we 
could do is a long one. The 
end result would be a devel¬ 
opment that people from 
around the world would 
want to come and see. That 
would definitely put Ed¬ 
monton on the map.

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Spotting a 'growing' problem in homes

Do a quick Google search of 
“marijuana grow-ops” in 
Canada, and the headlines 
pop up. In just the past 
month: “RCMP estimate as 
many as 10,000 grow-ops in 
British Columbia,” “Moun- 
ties encounter more sophis¬ 
ticated grow-ops,” “Halifax 
police charge six in grow- 
op.” And on they go. 

There’s no denying, Cana¬ 
da has become a “source 


countiy” for marijuana. 
Meaning, there’s lots of 
money to be made, largely 
by organized crime. 

And where are criminals 
setting up shop? Step out¬ 
side your house. Look down 
the block to the left. Then 
look to the right. Chances 
are, a house near you is hid¬ 
ing a grow-op secret. 

So what happens when 
the police bust these 
homes? Or when the grow¬ 
ers figure it’s time to move 
on? Often, these houses get 
quickly patched up and put 
on the market, leaving the 
next homebuyer stuck with 
expensive problems — like 
mould, dangerous wiring, 
and structural damage. 

If you think hiring a home 


inspector is going to protect 
you, think again. Some are 
trained to spot the warning 
signs, but many have no idea 
what to look for. 

So when it comes time to 
hire a home inspector, there 
are a few things to ask. 

Firstly, what kind of expe¬ 
rience does the inspector 
have? If they don’t have 
much, that’s a big red flag. 

What kind of training do 
they have? And is it rele¬ 
vant? That’s key — even if 
someone is an engineer, it 
doesn’t mean they’re quali¬ 
fied to inspect a home. 

Are they independent? 
Never hire a home inspec¬ 
tor who’s been referred by a 
real estate agent — they 
may feel obliged to help sell 


a house in bad condition. 

What land of equipment 
does the inspector bring 
along? They should have a 
camera, binoculars, a ladder, 
maybe even an infrared 
camera. Their reports should 
include photographs, and in¬ 
clude detailed explanations 
of what’s been found. 

Lastly, can you follow 
them around during an in¬ 
spection? A good inspector 
will encourage you to take 
part, and will clearly com¬ 
municate any serious prob¬ 
lems — not bury them in a 
checklist.

Chris Bosh left Dallas a 
gangly teen with hopes 
and dreams but no expec¬ 
tations; no real feel for 
what the world held for 
him or how long it would 
take him to find out where 
he fit in it. 

He returns this weekend 
not as a conquering hero 
but close to one, maybe 
the best basketball player 
Dallas has ever produced 
— a dominant, five-time 
NBA all-star. 

Not bad for a kid who 
was not much thicker than 
a twig when he left Lincoln 
High School for Geor¬ 
gia Tech eight years 
ago with no idea 
what he 
would 
morph in¬ 
to and

about becoming what he’s 
become. 


“I was thinking it was 
two to three years that I 
was going to be in school,” 
Bosh said in an interview 
this week. “Everything was 
just hoping and wishing. 
That was a differ¬ 
ent mentality. It 
was like 
‘maybe I can 
make the 
league, I 
want to do 
this and 
maybe I 


want to do that.’ You just 
hope for everything.” 

A lot of what Bosh had 
hoped for has indeed come 
true for the 25-year-old 
Raptors power forward. 
He’s about to play in his 
fourth all-star game 
(he was selected to 
the team one other 
time but forced 
out of the game 
due to injuiy) and 
he’s won an 
Olympic gold 
medal. He’s hav¬ 
ing his best sea¬ 
son ever for the Rap¬ 
tors, averaging ca¬ 


reer highs in points and re¬ 
bounds and emerging as a 
dominant force in nearly 
every game. 

He will be one of the 
most coveted free agents 
on the market this sum¬ 
mer, a fact that has Rap¬ 
tors fans worried about los¬ 
ing another “franchise 
player.”

K eep this in mind 
when thinking 
about the lighting 
of the Olympic 
cauldron: Few 
rules govern the process. 

In the past, we’ve wit¬ 
nessed an archer, a flying 
ski jumper and a gymnast 
circling the roof of a Bird’s 
Nest as they performed the 
solemn ritual. There’s been 
more than a little gimmiclc- 
iy reflected in the flames 
that have presided over pre¬ 
vious Olympic gatherings. 

Not this time. Only great¬ 
ness will do. 

Here’s a theory to fuel the 
debate as all Canadians 
rekindle the fires of their 
Olympic passion. There will 
be not one but four torchers 
on the day and they will 
concurrently gather around 
the cauldron to set a cele¬ 
bration of Canadian 
Olympic history ablaze. 

They will be iconic figures 
spanning generations in a 
land of ice and snow. Includ¬ 
ed in their ranks will be the 
defining Olympians of a 
winter nation. 

“The Great One” will be 
there. 

How could Wayne Gret¬ 
zky, our seminal hockey 
player, not be? He is syn¬ 
onymous with the game 
and the country and by as¬ 
sembling the team that de¬ 
livered the first men’s hock¬ 
ey gold in 50 years in 2002, 


Gretzky forever cemented 
our loyalty. 

Nancy Greene will make 
the cut. She spawned a fas¬ 
cination with skiing by 
winning gold at the 1968 
Olympics. Every member of 
this year’s alpine team 
emerged from the Nancy 
Greene Racing League that 
keeps the sport strong in 
Canada. 

“Canada’s Sweetheart” 
Barbara Ann Scott will 
grace the proceedings. 

The only Canadian win¬ 
ner of individual figure 
skating gold, Scott’s legacy 
endures. And she won in 
1948 at St. Moritz as the 
world was healing the 
wounds of war. Barbara 
Ann Scott is a lock in my 
books. 

As is speed skater Catri- 
ona Le May Doan. 

She was known as “the 
Fastest Woman on Ice,” the 
only Canadian Olympian, 
winter or summer, to have 
won gold medals in consec¬ 
utive Games. Le May Doan’s 
address to the IOC in 2003 
swung the vote and helped 
get Vancouver/Whistler the 
Olympics in the first place. 

Together they’ll do it — 
our greatest skier, figure 
skater, speedskater and 
hockey player. 

They are four strong sym¬ 
bols of the country and the 
Olympics who will gather 
the world around the roar¬ 
ing cauldron’s light on 
opening night.

Canada, U.S. ready to do it all over again 

Women's hockey squads set to add new chapter to longstanding rivalry

If the players on the Amer¬ 
ican women’s hockey team 
are out to avenge their 
loss on home ice to Cana¬ 
da at the 2002 Olympics, 
they’re not saying so. 

Canada and the United 
States are the top-ranked 
teams in any women’s 
hockey event, and their 
now 20-year-old rivalry 
will add another chapter 
beginning Saturday at the 
2010 Winter Games. 

The Americans can do in 
Vancouver what the Cana¬ 
dians did in Salt Lake City 
eight years ago — get an 
upset victory in the final 
in their dreaded rival’s 
rink. 

“I’m not focused on pay¬ 
ing them back, just on 
playing my best hockey,” 
three-time Olympian Julie 
Chiu of the U.S. squad said 
Thursday. “We lost the 
gold medal, it happened to 
be on our soil, and here we 
want to put ourselves in 
position to be in the gold 
medal game. 


“They're not only 
the defending gold 
medallist, they're 
hosting, and it's 
their national sport 
— they have a lot 
on their shoulders. 
... We have no 
pressure." 

Team USA's Angela 
Ruggiero on the 
Canadian women 

“Our goal is to win a gold 
medal, and if it’s on Cana¬ 
dian soil, that’s what it 
turns out to be.” 

It is the fourth time 
women’s hockey will be a 
medal sport at the 
Olympics. The Americans 
beat Canada 3-1 in the first 
final in Nagano, Japan, in 
1998, but Canada an¬ 
swered with a 3-2 victory 
four years later, despite an 
American referee who 


slapped Canada with 13 
minor penalties. 

The U.S. hit a speed 
bump in 2006 in Turin, 
Italy, losing 3-2 to Sweden 


in the semifinals. Canada 
beat the Swedes 4-1 to 
claim the gold medal and 
the Americans settled for 
bronze. 


The setback prompted 
changes in the American 
team, and 15 first-time 
Olympians are on the 21- 
player squad in Vancouver. 


They check themselves 
now before discussing any 
impending meeting with 
Canada, knowing there are 
games that must be won 
against underdogs first — 
starting Sunday against 
China. 

“You saw it in the last 
Games, we overlooked 
Sweden a bit, so we’re fo¬ 
cusing one game at a 
time,” said Angela Rug¬ 
giero, who is at her fourth 
Olympics. 

Still, Ruggiero is pleased 
to load any extra pressure 
she can on Canada. 

“They’re not only the de¬ 
fending gold medallist, 
they’re hosting, and it’s 
their national sport — they 
have a lot on their shoul¬ 
ders,” she said. 

“They can deny it as 
much as they want, but 
there’s the weight of a na¬ 
tion on them. 

“We have no pressure. 
We know what we have to 
do to win.”

Thick and messy snow could prove helpful to Canadians 


biathlon Canada’s biathletes 
are counting on the sport’s 
unpredictability — and a 
dose of wet, mucky snow — 
as possible routes to sur¬ 
prise podium finishes as 
competitions begin this 
weekend. 

Medal hopefuls Jean- 
Philippe Le Guellec of Que¬ 
bec City and Zina Kocher of 
Canmore, Alta., were prais¬ 
ing the thick, wet flakes 
falling on the course Thurs¬ 


day, hoping it becomes one 
more element to help Cana¬ 
da crack European domina¬ 
tion of biathlon. 

Le Guellec, 24, is known

Over 30 doping athletes dropped, none were Canadian 


rules More than 30 athletes 
have been dropped from 
Winter Olympic teams 
from around the world be¬ 
cause of doping violations, 
the World Anti-Doping 
Agency said Thursday with¬ 
out divulging names, na¬ 
tionalities or sports. 

There were no Canadians 
among them. But in sepa¬ 
rate anti-doping news 
Thursday, a Russian female 
hockey player received an 


official reprimand for using 
a banned stimulant. 

Svetlana Terenteva tested 
positive for tuaminohep- 
tane, a stimulant found in 
decongestant cold medi¬ 
cines. Athletes are allowed 
to take the drug when 
they’re not competing, but 
cannot during the official 
in-competition period. For 
the Games, that began 
when the Olympic Village 
opened Feb. 4. 


The International 

Olympic Committee gave 
Terenteva the equivalent of 
a wrist slap. 

A statement from the IOC 
said the athlete admitted to 
taking a prescription drug 
called Rhinofluimucil for a 
bad head cold, but she 
stopped Feb. 3. Traces of the 
drug were found in her 
urine when she was asked 
to submit to drug testing

Shutter takes DiCaprio to psychological depths

The last time James 
Cameron made the most 
successful film of all time, 
he didn’t emerge as the 
project’s most famous 
face. 

That fame fell on Leonar¬ 
do DiCaprio, who was al¬ 
ways uneasy about his su¬ 
perstar status. 

In the decade since Titan¬ 
ic, DiCaprio has gone out of 
his way to embrace projects 
that force audiences to 
think of him as an actor 
rather than a celebrity. His 
primary partner in crime 
during this period has been 
legendary director Martin 
Scorsese. 

The pair have made four 
films together, the most re¬ 
cent of which is Shutter Is¬ 
land (opening next week). 
DiCaprio loves working 
with the director because 
of his deep appreciation for 
actors. 


“The one thing that I 
don’t think people under¬ 
stand about Scorsese is how 
much he believes in his ac¬ 
tors,” DiCaprio told Metro. 
“He’s a master filmmaker, 
but he always lets the ac¬ 
tors dictate what he puts up 
on the screen.” 

Following their Oscar- 
winning collaboration The 
Departed, Scorsese and Di¬ 
caprio decided to turn 
their attention to 
a thriller by 
Mystic River 
author Den¬ 
nis Lehane. 

On paper, 

Shutter Is¬ 
land seems 
like little 
more than 
genre movie 
about a detective inves¬ 
tigating a twisted mental 
institution. However, there 
are more than just thrills in 
the film — even if Scorsese 
and DiCaprio weren’t com¬ 
pletely conscious of it when 
they signed on.

“Once we started to un¬ 
ravel who this man was and 
and the nature of what was 
going on, it took us to 
places that we never 
could have fore¬ 
seen,” the actor 
said.

hardcore filming experi¬ 


ences I’ve ever had. It was 
almost like reliving trauma. 

“I don’t say that sort of 
stuff very often because it 
always seems superficial 
when you’re talking about 
a movie, but we really went 
to places unearthing who 
this man was that I didn’t 
think we would get to.” 

Shutter Island should be

review Hollywood has 
been paying a lot of atten¬ 
tion to young adult fantasy 
novels following the suc¬ 
cess of the Harry Potter 
and Twilight franchises.

A great deal of money 
was clearly spent trying to 
launch this franchise, but 
sadly it all went to waste. 

The film is about a young 
boy who discovers he is the 
son of the Greek God Posei¬ 
don, leading the teen into a 
secret society in the woods 
that inexplicably seems to 
be under constant training 
for battle.

of teen fantasy and Greek 
mythology may have 
seemed exciting on the 
page, but feels undeniably 
silly onscreen. 

It certainly doesn’t help 
that in an attempt to lock 
up big names for sequels a 
few well-known actors have 
been painfully miscast.

For his new romantic om¬ 
nibus Valentine’s Day, di¬ 
rector Garry Marshall 
brings together an over¬ 
whelmingly impressive 
cast, including Julia 
Roberts, Ashton Kutcher,

It’s an embarrassment of 
A-list riches. But so many 
big stars playing so many 
characters with so many 
Valentine’s Day-related is¬ 
sues to work out makes 
the movie feel more than a 
little crowded. And while 
there’s certainly some¬ 
thing for everyone in the 
interconnecting story 
lines, Valentine’s Day suf¬ 
fers from a supreme lack 


of focus. 

At the core of the film 
are a few veiy compelling 
stories played out by veiy 
charming actors, but 
there’s too much else go¬ 
ing on for the film to stop 
and give them the time 
they need. The hopeless ro¬ 
mantic florist (Kutcher) 
oblivious to his fiancee’s 
(Alba) cold feet, his best 
friend (Garner) discovering 
the hard way that her per¬ 
fect boyfriend (Dempsey) 
isn’t so perfect — these 
work. But Swift and Laut¬ 
ner hog up far too much 
screen time as dim high 
schoolers with nothing to 
contribute in a plot line 
that seems cynically de¬ 
signed to pull in their re¬ 
spective fans. 

And a note to the film¬ 
makers: When you have a 
character who can’t get a 
date and uses chocolate as 
a coping mechanism, don’t 
cast Jessica Biel. No one 
will believe it.

Wolfman remake arrives 
on screens this weekend 
after countless delays (in¬ 
cluding the original direc¬ 
tor quitting shortly before 
shooting began). That’s 
never a good sign, but 
with a cast that includes 
Benicio Del Toro and An¬ 
thony Hopkins along with 
some stunning Gothic pro¬ 
duction design, it at least 
looked like the project had 
a shot at working. 

Sadly, it doesn’t. Though 
the filmmakers get a num¬ 
ber of elements right, they 
can all be admired on the 
poster. Once the movie 
starts playing, disappoint¬ 
ment sets in. 

The failure of this edi¬ 
tion of The Wolfman 
comes down to the writ¬ 


ing. The simple story 
about an involuntary and 
tortured monster has been 
expanded into a ludicrous 
murder mysteiy that bare¬ 
ly hangs together. 

Benicio Del Toro’s trou¬ 
bled protagonist returns 
home following the death 
of his brother, greeted by 
an impossibly evil father 
(Anthony Hopkins, intro¬ 
duced with a silly suspi¬ 


cious grin that he doesn’t 
drop until the credits roll) 
and the news that a were¬ 
wolf is stocking his town. 
Unsurprisingly Del Toro is 
bitten by the monster and 
becomes prone to full 
moon rampages. 

Admittedly whenever 
the Wolfman appears 
there’s fun to be had, but 
tragically most of the 
movie is wasted unravel-

ing a rather obvious mur¬ 
der plot (hint: The villain 
is the most famous actor 
with the least to do). 

The make-up effects by 
Oscar-winner Rick Baker 
are impressive as are all of 
the expensive period cos¬ 
tumes and sets. However, 
style doesn’t make a 
movie. 

Convoluted storytelling 
kills the project, which is 
too bad because the talent¬ 
ed cast could have elevat¬ 
ed the material if they’d 
been given a chance. Del 
Toro should have been an 
ideal lead, but the script 
requires him to appear sto¬ 
ic in every scene with no 
growth, making him a lit¬ 
tle more than a whiney 
Wolfman. By the time the 
werewolf wrestling match 
climax hits the screen, it’s 
hard to even care about 
what’s happening. The 
Wolfman deserves better 
than this. Even Teen Wolf 
was more satisfying.

B ack in November, 
I wrote about AC¬ 
TA, the secret an¬ 
ti-counterfeiting 
trademark agree¬ 
ment involving Canada, 
the U.S., Mexico, the EU 
and nine other countries. 
Representatives have been 
meeting behind closed 
doors for two years to 
hammer out a treaty that 
will inevitably affect every 
single person on the Inter¬ 
net. 

Yet there has been al¬ 
most zero transparency. 
None of the draft texts 
have been made public 
and those outside the in¬ 
ner circle are bound by 
tough non-disclosure 
agreements. 

This doesn’t mean there 
haven’t been some leaks. 

Aside from measures to 
fight counterfeiting, there 
have been discussions 


about a worldwide “three 
strikes” rule. Accused (not 
caught, proven or convict¬ 
ed) of file-sharing music 
three times by an ag¬ 
grieved rights holder, and 
you’re banned from the 
Internet. For life. 

Internet service 

providers and telecoms 
would be liable for copy¬ 
right infringements by 
their users. To avoid pros¬ 
ecution, that means they’ll 
have to find some way of 
sniffing through all the da¬ 
ta — YOUR data — that 
passes through their pipes. 
And even though you may 
have a legitimate right to, 
say, ship a music file from 
point A to point B, there’s 
the potential for red flags 
at the ISP. Accused three 
times (not caught, proven 
or convicted) and you’re 
done. Not just with your 
current ISP, either. They’ll 
be required by interna¬ 
tional law to publish your 
name to an Internet no-fly 
list will prevent you from 
ever having an Internet ac¬ 
count in your name ever 
again. 

And it gets better. With¬ 
in the document is a sec¬ 
ond called Border Meas¬ 


ures. There’s the real pos¬ 
sibility that some border 
guard will have the power 
to make you prove all 
those music files on that 
iPhone in your pocket are, 
in fact, not pirated. Can’t 
do it? Bye-bye, iPhone. 
Oh, and you could be 
charged and fined. 

This is more than just 
file-sharing for stopping 
fake Louis Vuitton bags. 
It’s about privacy, civil lib¬ 
erties, and legitimate use 
of the Internet for com¬ 
merce and innovation. 

The seventh round of ne¬ 
gotiations is underway in 
Mexico — secretly, of 
course, partly because U.S. 
President Barack Obama 
has declared this an issue 
of national security. Same 
thing for the next round in 
April in New Zealand. 

And because this is an 
international treaty, it’ll 
just be rubber-stamped in¬ 
to law. No public debate.

Beer, crocodiles... Paul 
Hogan. When thinking of 
Australia, many 
stereotypes come into play. 

Hip hop isn’t one of 
them, however. Erroneous¬ 
ly considered specific to 
North America and more 
particularly the United 
State, this music form 
seems out of place amongst 
cliched images of Aussie 
culture. Yet as MC Suffa 
(nee Matt Lambert) of Aus¬ 
tralia’s most successful/no¬ 
torious hip-hop collective 
Hilltop Hoods reveals, we 
shouldn’t feel so bad for 
knowing nothing about his 
native land’s rap scene. 

“Hip-hop culture is in its 
youth over here,” he 
beams. “It’s New York circa 
the 1990s: packed clubs, 
people playing sample- 
heavy music ... There’s a lot 
of excitement behind it. 
(Hip hop) is a burgeoning 
art form here. Commercial¬ 
ization and over-saturation 
hasn’t happened.” 

Blasting out their 
smooth rhymes and infec¬ 
tious beats for almost 20 
years, Hilltop Hoods — 
completed by MC Pressure 
(Daniel Smith) and DJ De¬ 
bris (Bariy Francis) — are 


proud to see that their mu¬ 
sic of choice is finally gar¬ 
nering some attention at 
home. The trio’s fifth full- 
length State Of The Art 
(Golden Era) reached No. 1 
last summer, unseated only 
by a posthumous Michael 
Jackson compilation. To 
Suffa, that proves the 
scene’s puerility and 
strength. 

“We’re lucky that we get 
to do the music we love and 
people can enjoy it without 
it being a hipster trend. We 
have that freedom and that 
flexibility,” he notes, 
adding that because it’s so 
fresh, Aussie hip-hop is 
emancipated from the trap¬ 
pings of its North American 
brethren. “Our brand of 
hip-hop is party hip-hop. 
It’s sample-heavy and not 


bling, guns or gangsters. 
It’s about whatever we 
want, provided we respect 
our art and our pioneers.” 

Suffa adds that he hopes 
the outfit’s forthcoming 
Canadian tour will not only 
provoke genre fans to re¬ 
vert back to the positive 
themes and upbeat atmos¬ 
phere of formative hip-hop 
but prove to us that as per 
another stereotype, 

“Aussies and Canucks 
aren’t that different in 
terms of attitude. We’re all 
pretty welcoming and laid- 
back.”

Canada is ready to win, Williams 


The true keeper of 
Canada’s Olympic flame is 
no secret. It is Brian 
Williams, prime-time host 
of Vancouver 2010 Winter 
Games. 

Vancouver will mark the 
Winnipeg native’s 13th 
Olympics — 11th as broad¬ 
cast host. 

Williams says he is as¬ 
tounded by how far Cana¬ 
da has come, both as a 
team of athletes and as a 
host nation. 

“It’s a different feeling 
this time,” says Williams. 


“At Calgary and Montreal 
you got the feeling the ath¬ 
letes were just happy to be 
home. Here they are hap¬ 
py to be home but they ex¬ 
pect to win at home. It’s a 
veiy different mindset.” 

Canada won just five 
medals in 1988 in Calgary 
and, as in Montreal in 
1976, no gold. But in Turin 
at the last Winter Games, 
Canada won 24 medals. 
Only Germany and the 
United States did better. 

“People stop me in the 
street and say, ‘Do you re¬ 


ally think we can finish 
first overall?”’ he says. 
Williams thinks that 
might be a stretch but he 
sees Canada in the top 
three at least. 

Even the Americans are 
taking note of the 
changes, says Williams. 

“USA Today said last 
week (Canadians are) no 
longer our friendly north¬ 
ern neighbours, they want 
to beat us.” 

He singles out Erik Guay 
in the men’s downhill and 
Jennifer Heil in moguls

Chicken Couscous 
Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 cup (250 ml) couscous 

1 2/3 cups (400 ml) boiling 
chicken stock 

2 red peppers, quartered 

1 zucchini, quartered 
lengthwise 

5 oz (150 g) frozen fava 
beans 

5 tbsp (75 ml) vinaigrette 

2 tbsp (25 ml) lemon juice 
1 cinnamon stick, bmised 
4 tbsp (60 ml) toasted 
flaked almonds 

14 oz (400 g) cooked chick¬ 
en, chopped 

1/2 oz (15 g) fresh parsley, 
chopped 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler. Mix 
couscous with boiling 
stock and 1 tsp (5 ml) salt, 
then leave to soak. 

2. While couscous is soak¬ 
ing, broil peppers and zuc¬ 


chini until browned and 
just tender, turning as nec¬ 
essary. Cut into small 
pieces. 

3. While peppers are broil¬ 
ing, cook fava beans in pot 
of boiling water 3 
minutes, then drain and 
rinse under cold mnning 
water. Pat dry. 

4. Fork through couscous 
briskly to separate grains. 
Add vinaigrette, lemon 
juice, cinnamon stick, 
flaked almonds, grilled 
vegetables and chicken. 
Season, then add chopped 
herbs and combine well. 
Serve.
